We came here to Washington, Penn- 
sylvania, September 19, 1942. The 
church had $116 in the bank. They 
had a building rented but we had to 
vacate it because it was sold. We have 
bought a nice brick building, 40 by 
85, two-story, with full-size basement, 
one block from Main Street. It was 
formerly used for lodge halls upstairs 
and a theater and has a nice audi- 
torium, 36 by 60. We converted the 
lodge rooms into a nice, modern, six- 
room parsonage, a _ three-room 
apartment, and a four-room apart- 
ment, also a light housekeeping room, 
and have two new modern baths. We 
have worked hard. There were 2,411 
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hours of labor donated. Lots of our 
material, such as doors, was donated. 
We bought the church for $9,000 and 
it is worth $15,000. Now we have paid 
$1,200 on the church property, paid 
out for materials $619.97, with only 
thirteen male members, and some of 
our brethren are poor. We have taken 
into the Church two ministers. 

We have just closed our district con- 
vention here at Washington, and we 
doubled our mission offering about 
ten times and received a good orphan- 
age offering, also broke the tithes 
record. Our radio program is still go- 
ing good. Pray for us. We now have 
$90 income to the church for rent 
and pay out $65 per month.—Floyd A. 
Boger, pastor. 

We are in one of the greatest re- 
vivals ever heid here in Fort Mill, 
South Carolina, with forty-six saved, 
thirty-three sanctified, and sixteen 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Fifteen 
came into the Church. The revival is 
still in progress with Walter Skutar, 
from B.T.S., as evangelist—E. E. 
Wise, clerk, Fort Mill, South Carolina. 

We are getting along fine and are 
having a good year. We are in a re- 
vival at Bainbridge, Georgia. We

Negatively 


FIRST: The Baptism with the 
Holy Ghost is not for the world (kos- 
mos) or wicked unethical humanity. 
John 14:17, “Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither know- 
eth him.” 

God the Father created the world 
(eretes) and out of the earth (adam- 

h) He formed man. Gen. 2:7, “And 
he Lord God formed man of the dust 
of the ground, and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life; and man 
became a living soul.” 

Jesus clearly sets forth His relation 
to the world in these words, “For the 
Son of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost”—meaning 
“the kosmos” as is sweetly stated in 
John 3:16, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.” 

So Jesus came to save the lost (sin- 
ful man) for the purpose of estab- 
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lishing the Church. Matt. 16:18, “And 
I say also unto thee, That thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will build 
my church; and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.” 

This church is to constitute the 
Son’s present to His Father. 1 Cor. 
15:24, “Then cometh the end, when 
he shall have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Father.” 

The Lord Jesus was deeply con- 
cerned about the Church which He 
had made possible by giving His life’s 
blood. It is very evident that Paul 
had the mind of Christ when he said, 
“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the Church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his 
own blood.” Now, however, that the 
plan of redemption was completed, 
our dear Lord was fully aware of the 
fact that the time had come for His 
earthly administration to end so He 
ascended to the right hand of His 
Father with the full power of the 
sacrifice that had been offered by the 
eternal high priest Himself, in order 
to serve as “mediator between God 
and men.” 

However, His ascension to the 
Father was not only to report His 
atoning mission completed, but to 
send His successor, not to the (lost) 
world but to the Church (ecclesia) as 
is very obviously set forth here in 
John 14:16,17, “And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you an- 
other Comforter (Holy Ghost) that 
he may abide with you (Christian 
disciples) forever.” 

SECOND: It is impossible for sin- 
ners to receive the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. It is true that the Holy 
Ghost strives with the sinner’s soul 
as is pointed out in these scriptures: 
Gen. 6:3, “And the Lord said, My 
spirit shall not always strive with 
man.” Again in Acts 7:51, “Ye stiff- 
necked and uncircumcised in heart 
and ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye.” 

He also shows His interest in the 
sinner (lost) by reproving or con- 
vincing or convicting him. John 16:8, 
“He will reprove the world of sin, and 
of righteousness, and of judgment.” 
But nothing is said about his (the sin- 
ner’s) being baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. 

The Holy Ghost affects the heari, 
as mentioned above, largely through 
the ministry. “God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power, who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil.” Acts 10:38. 

You also remember that Simon 
Peter was anointed by the dHoly 
Ghost immediately after he received 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost, and 
he preached conviction upon the Jews, 
as related by Dr. Luke, in far better 
words than I can command: “Now 
when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, 
Men and brethren, what shall we do? 
Then Peter said unto them, Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost,” Acts 2: 
37, 38. This is full proof that a sinner 


can not receive the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. 

Now sinner, when you hear a mes- 
sage, a prayer or a song; see a tragedy, 
or do things that are a sin against 
God, yourself, your family, your 
neighbor, and feel a pricked and 
guilty conscience, you may know full 
well that the Holy Ghost is reprov- 
ing you and inviting you to give your 
heart and life to Jesus. Listen to the 
Holy Ghost and yield to His wooing 
and you will have the pleasure of not 
only becoming acquainted with Him 
in convincing, regenerating and sanc- 
tifying power but also in baptismal 
glory. 

THIRD: The new birth is NOT the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost. In fact, 
the new birth is the process of being 
initiated, born into the kingdom of 
God. Let us go to John 3:3, “Jesus 
answered and said unto him (Nico- 
demus), Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he can- 
not enter into the kingdom of God.” 
Certainly it is by the Holy Ghost that 
we are born again (John 3:5). By the 
same process at the same time by the 
same Spirit (Holy Ghost) we are bap- 
tized into the body of Christ. 1 Cor. 
12:13, “For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body.” Notice bap- 
tism by Holy Ghost, not baptism with 
Holy Ghost. 

Paul says such an act upon a sinner 
has the following result: 2 Cor. 5:17, 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” 

There is no spiritual life without 
blood, which is plainly supported by 
Simon Peter. 1 Peter 1:18, “Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fathers.” 
Neither is their life without the Spirit. 
Notice what Paul says: Rom. 8:2, “For 
the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death.” Here the Holy 
Ghost is set forth as the regenerating 
power through the Lord Jesus of a 
being once made fully unto God that 
can qualify for a baptism of Himself, 
the Holy Ghost. 

In this chapter Paul mentions the 
Holy Spirit (Holy Ghost) nineteen 
times, yet not one time does He speak 
of the Holy Ghost in His baptismal or 
initiative effect. Why? Because he 
was speaking about the Holy Ghost in 
the process of regenerating the sin- 
ner’s life and the help that He gives 
to the regenerated soul prior to the 
reception of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, or different phases of 
His office work in the sanctified be- 
liever’s life as a consequence of His 
having filled and clothed the life with 
power. 

The disciples were “not of the 
world,” and Jesus told them to “re- 
joice, because your names are written 
in heaven.” But all of this is no proof 
that they had received the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost, for they most 
positively had not. 

Dropping back to John 7:39, John 
says, “But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy Ghost

July 1. Meanwhile these C.O.’s are be- 
ing used for various purposes of ur- 
gent circumstances. The American 
Legion, however, has insisted that 
“suitable ex-service men” be given po- 
sitions of “foreign relief and rehabil- 
itation service” instead of it being 
given to the C.O.’s.

Excavation of Emperor’s Tomb 


Pathfinder states that, “For centuries 
a mound outside Ch’eng-tu in Western 
China was believed to be haunted by 
the ancient Chinese poet, Ssu-ma 
Hsiang-ju. Recently workmen digging 


an air raid shelter at the foot of the. 


mound came upon a brick wall under- 
neath it. Excavations led to the dis- 
covery of the tomb of Emperor Wang 
Chien (847-918 A.D.), which may rank 
in archeological importance with that 
of King Tut in Egypt. 

“Uncovered was an elaborate throne 
room containing the emperor’s crypt, 
grave furniture, his statue, and a two- 
volume history of his 12-year rule. He 
reigned from 906 A.D. till 917 A.D., 
after the collapse of the T’ang dynas- 
ty, in the ancient province of Ssuch’- 
uan. Many historians believe that 
printing was first begun in its capital 
city of Ch’eng-tu, one of the most 
civilized and cultural cities of the an- 


cient world.”

Commen Front Against Irreligion 
Kenneth D. Miller, President of New 
York City Mission Society, has sug- 
gested to the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly that Protestants, Catholics, 
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He said: “We have 5,000,000 Jewish 
citizens, but 8 per cent of them are 
faithful to the synagogue. Of our 4,- 
500,000 Italians, two-thirds are out of 
the church. Other nationalities such as 
Russians, Czechs, Jugoslavs, Ukranians, 
and Germans of Scandinavian back- 
ground are indifferent to the church. 
These groups,” Dr. Miller said, “are be- 
coming Americans without any vital 
religious faith.” He further pointed 
out that “it is a matter of deep con- 
cern to us that so many of our Ameri- 
can Negroes in our northern cities lose 
contact with the church. But we 
shall never win them until we con- 
vince them that we have a genuine 
concern in their welfare and are ready 
to do battle in their behalf against 
racial discrimination in our economic, 
educational and religious life.”

Chaplains at War 


The following report, made by Chief 
of Chaplains Brigadier General Wil- 
liam H. Arnold, will give some idea of 
the work of chaplains. 

“During the month of December we 
held 83,841 services with a total at- 
tendance of 5,757,755. The sacraments 
were administered on 57,422 occasions 
with 942,846 participants. Fifty-five 
thousand, nine hundred ninety-seven 
(55,997) visits were made to hospitals 
and guardhouses. Chaplains reported 
526,794 occasions of pastoral activity 
at their stations, including personal 
conferences, with a total of 4,552,233 
military personnel contacted. To sum- 
marize: Of enough importance to be 
reduced to writing in an official docu- 
ment, 739,479 occasions of contact were 
reported touching 13,144,350 persons— 
an increase of 1,259,542 personal con- 
tacts over the previous month. Not in- 
cluded in the above figures were 3,983 
marriages and baptisms. Three thou- 
sands, one hundred thirty-seven (3,- 
137) professions of religion (including 
adult baptisms) were reported. The 
individual distribution of Testaments 
and Bibles registered 117,534 copies, 
while shipment of these items from 
the various Service Commands totalled 
several hundred thousand.” 


The Home, Crime and Tragedy 

Writing under the caption of “Our 
Spiritual Defense,” in Pulpit Digest, 
Myrom F. Boyd points out that the 
Department of Justice for the year 
1940 reported 1,517,026 serious crimes 
committed in the United States. These 
figures were an increase over 1939 and 
of course we know of the tremendous 
increase during 1941. “There was a 
felonous homicide every forty-five 
minutes, a robbery every ten minutes, 
a burglary every one and two-tuird 
minutes, and an automobile theft ev- 
ery three minutes. There are 700,000 
boy and girl criminals in our nation 
today.” “There are four criminals in 
the United States for every school- 
teacher. At least four million of our 





people are engaged in crime.” Here 
is a startling disclosure made by the 
Motion Picture Research Council of 
our country: “After making 813,000 
tests we have discovered that the 
movies constitute the greatest single 
educational medium in the world to- 
day. But we have found that they con- 
sist of love, sex, and crime scenes to 
the extent of eighty per cent, whic 
are unfit for youth to see.” Another 
ten per cent was reported as ques- 
tionable, leaving only ten per cent as 
fit for presentation. In their report 
the statement is found, “They are de- 
voted to blood and thunder, crime, 
gunplay, lasciviousness, sentimental- 
ity, and insanity.” The Chicago Cen- 
sorship Board, in analyzing 788 pic- 
tures, discovered over 2,000 scenes of 
murder and intent to kill. They dis- 
covered that jail-breaking, kidnap- 
ping, sensuality and immorality m 
up the bulk of the scenes. This lisc 
tious inflamer of crime is doubtles 
the cause of the great wave of child 
delinquency and increase of crime in 
every way. If children are taught 
crime in the movies, what may we ex- 
pect of them after they have grown 
up?

Writing on the subject of “Why Not 
a Month of Pentecost,” G. H. Mont- 
gomery, editor of the Pentecost Holi- 
ness Advocate, has emphasized the 
need of tarrying before God for full 
endowment of the Holy Ghost as at 
Pentecost. The anniversary of Pente- 
cost coming as it does in June should 
be one of study and special emphasis 
in all pulpits and congregations. Dur- 
ing these tragic and trying times 
there is nothing so important as that 
of solicitation of the presence and 
guidance of God.

He says 
that he did not hear a single discourse 
which had more Christianity in it than 
the writings of Cicero, and that it 
would have been impossible for him 
to discover, from what he heard, 
whether the preacher were a follower ~ 
of Confucius. of Mahomet, or of

@:: misconceptions which lead 

n into error concerning the Jewish- 
Gentile problem. We shall now pro- 
ceed with our discussion of the re- 
maining three. 

SECOND GENERAL MISCONCEPTION 

This phase of our article has to do 
with the crucifixion of Christ. Those 
who believe the Jews had to reject 
Christ in order for the Gentiles to be 
saved almost invariably base their 
theory on the erroneous notion that 
Christ would not have been crucified 
otherwise. Not only do I contend that 
the crucifixion would have occurred 
just the same, but that it would have 
been even more certain had the Jews 
accepted Him. 

You may be wondering why I don’t 
prove that Christ offered an earthly 
kingdom to the Jews, and at the same 
time explain why they did not receive 
it if it was offered. Let’s not rush 
through this too quickly, brother; I 
am reserving that argument for the 
next and final issue of this series. You 
see, it will be no trouble whatever to 
prove a thing so plainly revealed, but 
to do so now is to get the “cart” be- 
fore the “horse,” and then when you 
might need the “horse” he would do 
you no good. 

THE DAVIDIC COVENANT 

In the covenant between God and 
David, the children of Israel were 
promised an earthly kingdom upon 
the throne of which the Seed of David, 
Himself, would sit as their Deliverer 
from all Gentile oppression. Israel 
was chosen to perform the special 
service of bringing this Seed of David 
(Christ) to the world, for which serv- 
ice God would reward them with na- 
tional deliverance by establishing for 
them a visible and earthly kingdom. 

ow let me ask you to reason a few 
@:: Did not Israel perform that 
ecial service for which they were 
chosen? Certainly they did. Then do 
you mean to say that God used the 
Jews to bring their Messiah to the 
world, according to the Davidic cov- 
enant, but deliberately forbade them 
to accept Him for whom they were 
selected? Are you not arguing that 
Israel, in bringing forth the Savior, 
was denied salvation, while the Gen- 


tiles, who had absolutely nothing to . 


do with the event, were rewarded with 
salvation? (Follow the argument 
thoughtfully because I want you to 
understand why I so firmly believe 
the position I take on this subject.) 
Is it not true that Jesus, as a de- 
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scendant of David, obtained through 
Natnan a “lezal” claim to the throne 
of David, and obtained through Solo- 
mon a “royal” claim to the same 
throne? Then why was the Messiah 
born according to the Davidic cove- 
nant, and yet the remainder of the 
covenant was not realized? Because 
the Jews failed to accept Him when 
the opportunity was given. That the 
opportunity was given and ignored 
we shall prove in the next article. 

Nevertheless, Christ was born just 
as the prophets had preached it, just 
as the scriptures had foretold it, and 
just as God had covenanted it. Al- 
though the Jews rejected Him nation- 
ally, all those who believed and ac- 
cepted Him individually were expect- 
ing the kingdom to be established. 
Acts 1:6; Luke 19:37, 38. That all who 
accepted Christ should believe the 
Israelite kingdom had come was only 
natural, since that was the only way 
by which any body could be saved or 
delivered. If the Jews as a nation 
would have done what the disciples 
did individually, there would have 
been no reason whatever for the king- 
dom being postponed. If a few had 
the free will to accept, why did they 
not all have the same right? Other- 
wise, you must believe in both pre- 
destination and respect of persons 
with God. 


Now, the question: If the Jewish 
nation as a whole had accepted 
Christ, how would the _ crucifixion 
have been possible? Yes. I agree with 
you that the death of Christ was ab- 
solutely necessary for mankind to be 
redeemed, but I cannot agree with 
you when you say that the crucifixion 
of Christ would not have been possi- 
ble except for the Jews rejecting Him. 

Listen just a minute. Who was it 
that crucified the Lord anyway? 
That’s right, the ROMANS. Don’t you 
think, then, that the Romans could 
have done it just the same even if 
the Jews had accepted Him? Don’t 
you see that if the Romans killed 
Christ without His attempting to ac- 
tually establish a universal kingdom, 
they would have been more deter- 
mined to kill Him if the Jews had 
accepted Christ and the assurance of 
another kinedom proclaimed? Rome 
ruled the world at the time of Christ 
and the country of Palestine was in 
their dominion. For any person to 
have openly pronounced himself as 
instigating the establishment of an- 
other dominion would have been pre- 
cipitating a revolution against Rome, 
and you may assure yourself that the 
political state of Rome would never 
have allowed itself to be conquered 
and overrun without resisting such 
aggression. Christ would have been 
siezed by Roman authorities and cru- 
cified with all the rigidity and con- 
demnation of their law. 

To deny what I have said is to in- 





sist on the Romans being pacifists, 
but you would have every page of 
early Roman history staring you in 
the face if you make such a claim. On 
account of these undeniable facts, I 
am obligated by sound reasoning to 
contend that the acceptance of Christ 
by the Jews would not have hindered 
in any way His crucifixion, but rather 
would have made it even more violent. 
It was for this very reason that Christ 
told so many people whom He blessed 
to “go their way and fell no man.” If 
the Romans had ever actually realized 
that this man Christ Jesus was insti- 
gating the establishment of another 
empire and that their own dominion 
was being dangerously threatened, in 
all probability they would have tried 
to kill Him before they did. In guard- 
ing against the danger of excessive 
popularity, the Lord avoided many 
complications which otherwise would 
have been encountered. 


THIRD GENERAL MISCONCEPTION 

Along with other erroneous notions 
in the theory of Israel’s “forced re- 
jection” of Christ, we find the advo- 
cates thereof believing that the Jews 
had to reject their Messiah in order 
for the Church to be established. But 
there are many faults to be found 
with this theory, a few of which we 
shall discuss. 

Primarily, this theory is based upon 
the former idea that Christ had to be 
rejected by the Jews in order for Him 
to be crucified; but, since we have 
clearly shown that Christ would have 
been crucified even if the Jews had 
accepted Him, the theory no longer 
has the strength ascribed to it. With 
its foundation removed, the frame- 
work is doomed to destruction. So, 
everybody clear the way and let ‘er 
fall. There she goes—CRASH! Now, 
with that argument on the ground it 
should not take lone to set fire to it 
and proceed to another. 

Since we must admit that Christ 
would have been crucified anyway, 
what would have hindered the build- 
ing of the Church? What is the 
Church? IT IS THE BODY OF 
CHRIST. Eph. 1:22, 23. All right then, 
if the body of Christ would have been

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Righteousness 


It is written of our blessed Lord, 
“Thou hast loved righteousness, and 
hated iniquity; therefore God, even 
thy God, hath anointed thee with the 
oil of gladness above thy fellows,” 
Heb. 1:9. 

It is the purpose of God that we, as 
we are indwelt by the Spirit of His 
Son, should likewise love righteous- 
ness and hate iniquity. I see that 
there is a place for us in Christ Jesus 
where we are no longer under con- 
demnation but where the heavens are 
always open to us. I see that God has 
a realm of divine life opening up to 
us where there are boundless possibil- 
ities, where there is limitless power, 
where there are untold resources, 
where we have victory over all the 
power of the devil. I believe that as 
we are filled with the desire to press 
on into this life of true holiness, de- 
siring only the glory of God, there is 
nothing that can hinder our true ad- 
vancement. Peter commences his sec- 


ond epistle with these words, “Simon 


Peter, a servant and an apostle of 
Jesus Christ, to them that have ob- 
tained like precious faith with us 
through the righteousness of God and 
our Savior Jesus Christ.” 

It is through faith that we realize 
we have a blessed and glorious union 
with our risen Lord. When He was on 
earth, Jesus said, “I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me.” “The Father 
that dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works.” And He prayed to the Father 
not only for His disciples but for 
those who believe on Him through 
their word, “that they all might be 
one; as thou, Father, art in me, and 
I in thee, that they also may be one 
in us: that the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me.” 

Oh, what an inheritance is ours 
when the very nature, the very righi- 
eousness, the very power of the Father 
and Son are made real in us. That is 
God’s purpose, and as we by faith lay 
hold on the purpose we shall be ever 
conscious of the fact that greater is 
that that is in us than he that is in 
the world. The purpose of all scrip- 
ture is to move us on to this wonder- 
ful and blessed elevation of faith 
where our constant experience is the 
manifestation of God’s life and power 
through us. 


Peter goes on writing to those who 
have obtained like precious faith, say- 
ing, “Grace and peace be multiplied 
unto you through the knowledge of 
God, and of Jesus our Lord.” We can 
have the multiplication of this grace 
and peace only as we live in the realm 
of faith. Abraham attained to the 
place where he became a friend of 
God, on no other line than that of 
believing God. He believed God and 
God counted that to him for right- 
eousness. Righteousness was imputed 
to him on no other ground than that 
he believed God. 


Can this be true of anybody else? 
Yes, every person in the whole wide 
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world who is sound by faith is blessed 
with faithful Abraham. The promise 
which came to him because he be- 
lieved God, was that in him all the 
families of the earth should be 
blessed. When we believe God there 
is no knowing where the blessing of 
our faith will end. Some are tied up 
because when they are prayed for 
the thing they are expecting does not 
come off the same night. They say 
they believe but you can see that they 
are really in turmoil of unbelief. Abra- 
ham believed God. God had promised 
them a son and they believed God 
and that kind of faith is a joy to our 
Father in heaven. 

Peter goes on to say, “According as 
his divine power hath given unto us 
all things that pertain unto life and 
godliness, through the knowledge of 
him that hath called us to glory and 
virtue.” God is calling us to this 
realm of glory and virtue where, as 
we feed on His exceeding great and 
precious promises, we are made par- 
takers of the divine nature. Faith is 
the substance of things hoped for 
right here in this life. It is right here 
that God would have us partake of 
His divine nature. It is nothing less 
than the life of this Lord Himself im- 
parted and flowing into our whole be- 
ing, so that our very body is quick- 
ened, so that every tissue and every 
drop of blood and our bones and joints 
and marrow receive this divine life. I 
believe that the Lord wants this di- 
vine life to flow right into our natural 
bodies, this law of the spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus that makes free from 
the law of sin and death. God wants 
to establish our faith so that we shall 
lay hold on this divine life, this di- 
vine nature of the Son of God, so 
that our spirit and soul and body will 
be sanctified wholly and preserved 
unto the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

When that woman was healed of 
the issue of blood Jesus perceived that 
power had gone out of Him. The wom- 
an’s faith laid hold and this power 
was imparted and immediately the 
woman’s being was surcharged with 
life and her weakness departed. 

What was the difference between 
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Zacharias’ and Mary’s belief? The an- 
gel came to Zacharias and told him, 
“Thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee 
a son.” Zacharias was there in the 
holy place but he began to question 
this message, saying, “I am an old 
man, and my wife well stricken in 
years.” The angel rebuked him for 
his unbelief and told him, “Thou shalt 
be dumb, and not able to speak, un- 
til the day that these things shall be 


performed, because thou believest «& 


my words.” But note the contra 
When the angel came to Mary sh 
said, “Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord; be it unto me according to thy 
word.” And Elizabeth greeted Mary 
with the words, “Blessed is she that 
believed: for there shall be a per- 
formance of those things which were 
told her from the Lord.” 

God would have us to lay hold on 
His Word in like manner. He would 
have us to come with boldness of 
faith, declaring, ‘““You have promised 
it, Lord; now do it.” God rejoices 
when we manifest a faith that holds 
Him to His Word. Can we get there? 
The Lord would have us to be walking 
epistles of His Word. Jesus is the Word 
and is the power in us, and it is His 
desire to work in and through us His 
own good pleasure. We must believe 
that He is in us. There are boundless 
possibilities for us if we dare to act 
in God and dare to believe that the 
wonderful virtue of our living Christ 
shall be made manifest through us 
as we lay our hands on the sick in 
His name. 

The exceeding great and precious 
promises of the Word are given to us 
that we might be partakers of the 
divine nature. I feel that the Holy 
Ghost is grieved with us because when 
we know these things we do not do 
great exploits for God. Does not the 
Holy Ghost show us wide-open doors 
of opportunity? Shall we not let God 
take us on to greater things? Shall we 
not let God take us on to greater 
manifestations of His power? His call 
for us is to forget the things that are 
behind and reach forth unto the 
things which are before and to press 
toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus.

This scripture is taken from the 
parable of the sower. I feel that this 
portion of the parable is coming to 
pass today more than _ ever before.

Organize the boys in one group and 
the girls in another. Put on a contest 
to see which can bring the most new 
members in. Give them small gifts for 
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their efforts, also give the new schol- 

ars a gift. Teach the boys and girls to 

work, make them realize they are a 

part of the Sunday School and they 

are needed. Watch them work. 
Fifth: 

Have a boys’ day. See how many 
new boys they can bring in on that 
special day. Let them act as superin- 
tendent, as secretary and also lead 
the singing. The next Sunday have a 
girls’ day. Let them do the same as 
the boys on their day. Keep them 
working. 

Sizth: 


Do not neglect the young people, 
organize them into groups and get 
them to working, interest them in do- 
ing for others. Their classes will grow. 

Seventh: 

Now we come to the fathers and 
mothers who never attend Sunday 
School. Get the boys and girls inter- 
ested in bringing them out. Have a 
fathers’ day and a mothers’ day. Have 
a contest to see which class can be the 


most successful. You will be surprised 
how your school will grow and how the 
children will work. 

Eighth: 

Teach the boys and girls songs; they 
love to sing. Get good rousing choruses 
and get them to learn them. 

Ninth: 

Now comes the family day. Have 
each family sit together in groups. See 
how much interest the boys and girls 
take in this. Give a Bible to the boy 
or girl who brings the most members 
of his or her family. Have a childrens’ 
day. Fathers and mothers will enjoy 
hearing their children recite and sing. 
It will encourage both the children 
and their varents. 

Tenth: 

Now we come to the last but not 
least, community or neighborhood 
Sunday. Get all the children to work 
for this, getting all those around that 
are not attending Sunday School else- 
where to come for this day. You might 
suggest that in the evening of this day 
the entire Sunday School get together 
at a near-by park and have supper, 
all having a time of fellowship, prayer 
and singing together. 

Let us all pray that God will bless 
every effort put forth and give us 
more faith to do His will, and don’t 
forget to work, for “faith without 
works is dead.” James 2:17, 18.

“He gave them bread from heaven 
to eat,” St. John 6:31. 

“For the bread of God is he which 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world,’ St. John 6:33. 

“In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God,” St. John 1:1. 

“In him was life; and the life was 
the light of men. And the light shin- 
eth in darkness,” verses 4, 5. 

“And the Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us, (and we beheld his 
glory, the glory as the only begotten 
of the Father,) full of grace and 
truth,” verse 14. 

Feeding on the Word is feeding on 
Jesus and this bread is.as necessary 
to the soul as material food is to the 
physical body. For, “It is written, Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God,” Matt. 4:4. And let us 
notice and remember that it is “every” 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God. Just as the body needs all the 
vitamins, just so the soul needs every 
word. If we leave out or neglect to 
use some part of the Bible, then our 
souls will suffer for sufficient nour- 
ishment. There will be a weakness 
there which can be remedied in no 
other way but by supplying that 
which has been’ discarded’ or 
neglected. 

Isaiah 32:1,2, “Behold, a king shall 
reign in righteousness, and princes 
shall rule in judgment. And a man 
shall be an hiding place from the 
wind, and a covert from the tempest; 
as rivers of water in a dry place, as 
the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land.” This man is Jesus. Feed 
upon Him, hide in Him, then you will 
be safe from the wind and tempest. 
Drink of His living waters because 
you are dry and thirsty. Stay in the 
shadow of the rock for rest in a weary 
land and to protect you from the 
burning and consuming heat of the 
sun of the wrath of God which He 
pours out upon His adversaries. 

“And the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the ears of 
them that hear shall hearken.” 

“Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, prophesy, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God unto the shepherds; Woe be to 
the shepherds of Israel that do feed 
themselves! should not the shepherds 
feed the flocks? Ye eat the fat, and 
clothe ye with the wool, ye kill them 
that are fed: but ye feed not the flock. 
The diseased have ye not strength- 
ened, neither have ye healed that 
which was sick, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, 
neither have ye brought again that 
which was driven away, neither have 
ye sought that which was lost; but 
with force and with cruelty have ye 
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ruled them,” Isaiah 34:2-4. 

Then it is the duty of the shepherds 
or ministers to strengthen the dis- 
eased in soul and spirit. They need 
comfort and loving care as well as 
simple and nourishing food. The Chief 
Shepherd will instruct His lesser 
shepherds as to what is wrong with 
the sheep and what they need. 

According to the dictionary, disease 
means any state of a living body in 
which the natural functions are dis- 
turbed; illness, disorder. Then apply 
that spiritually. A diseased soul is one 
in which its natural functions are 
disturbed, ill or disordered; probably 
more often than not, a diseased body, 
heart and mind. But the glorious part 
about it all is that Jesus is able to 
heal all at the same time. His blood 
is the cleansing, healing, cure-all for 
all ailments, including the ones that 
the M. D.’s can not reach. They will 
do all they can for you but they can- 
not save your soul or heal your mind. 
But Jesus healed a man who was dis- 
eased for thirty-eight years. St. John 
5:5. And he cast out devils and un- 
clean spirits which caused torment of 
mind and soul. Luke 8:29; 9:42. And 
the seventy disciples whom He sent 
out also had this power through His 
name. 

So many today need to be cleansed 
by the same power that we should 
pray, “Lord, send more laborers into 
the harvest fields.” There is likely 
a case of sickness or trouble for every 
Christian to take hold of and heal in 
Jesus’ name after prayer and fasting. 
Since where envy and strife is there 
is confusion and every evil work, a 
diseased soul can be caused by the re- 
taining of bitterness, hatred, envy, 
and a contentious spirit. Unconfessed 
and unrepented sin may cause the 
disorder. The diseased have you not 
strengthened. We are strengthened 
hy nourishing food, are we not? And 
what is the food for the soul? The 
sincere milk of the Word and the 
bread which comes down from 
heaven. Feed them this: 

“Seek ye the Lord while He may be 
found, call ye upon him while he is 
near; Let the wicked forsake his way, 
and the _ unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto 
the Lord, and he will have mercy upon 
him; and to our God, for he will 
abundantly pardon,” Isa. 55:6,7. 
“When the righteous turneth from his 
righteousness, and committeth ini- 
quity, he shall even die thereby. But 
if the wicked turn from his wicked- 
ness, and do that which is lawful and 
-_ he shall live thereby,” Ezek. 33: 

“Again, when I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt surely die; if he turn from 
his sin, and do that which is lawful 
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and right: If the wicked restore the 
pledge, give again that which he had 
robbed, walk in the statutes of life, 
without committing iniquity; he shall 
surely live, he shall not die,” verses 14, 
15 


“Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; 
and that which is born of the Spirit 
is spirit,” St. John 3:5, 6. 

“For to be carnally minded is 
death; but to be spiritually minded is 
life and peace,” Rom. 8:6. 

“For if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die: but if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live,” verse 13. 

“Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make straight in the desert a high- 
way for our God,” Isa. 40:3. The des- 
ert is in the heart and soul of the 
man who is not filled with the Spirit 
of God and nourished by His Word 
and therefore it cannot bring forth 
fruits of love. neace and iov. 

John the Baptist and Jesus both 
preached, “Repent ye: for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand ... Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make his 
paths straight,” Matt. 3:2,3; 4:17. 
This must be preached and done to- 
day before the kingdom of heaven 
can come in, “For, behold, the king- 
dom of God is within you,” Luke 17: 
21. Men must repent and prepare a 
way in their hearts and lives so that 
God can come in and take possession 
and control. “Bring forth therefore 
fruits meet for repentance,” Matt. 3: 
8. “Every tree which bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire,” verse 10. 

“And the people asked him (John 
the Baptist), saying. What shall we 
do then? He answereth and saith un- 
to them, He that hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath none; 
and he that hath meat, let him do 
likewise. Then came also publicans to 
be baptized. and said unto him, Mas- 
ter, what shall we do? And he said 
unto them, Exact no more than that 
which is appointed you. And the sol- 
diers likewise demanded of him, say- 
ing, And what shall we do? And he 
said unto him. Do violence to no man, 
neither accuse any falsely; and be 
eontent with your wages,” St. Luke 
3:10-14. 

Peter also preached repentance. 
“Therefore let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have cru- 
cified, both Lord and Christ. Now 
when they heard this, they were 
pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and the rest of the Apostles,

A HOLY GHOST CONVENTION 
IN MEXICO 
Bu J. W. ARCHER 


We had not been long in Mexico 
before we learned that while there 
were three independent Mexican hol- 
iness movements, and one connected 
with an American organization, still 
none of them were receiving the Holy 
Spirit. The doctrine of the Holy Spirit 
is taught, but nothing seems to be 
done about people receiving the 
Spirit. So when we began to organize 
for the Church of God in Southern 
Mexico two years ago, we saw a dis- 
tinct need of not only teaching the 
organization, doctrine and personality 
of the Church of God to these people, 
but also to see that life blood was 
flowing through the veins, for a body 
without proper blood circulation is a 
Sick body, and a body with no blood 
circulation is a dead body. 

Our first task was to start a revival 
spirit going in the churches of Mexico 
City, and among the Bible students. 
The success of this effort is well at- 
tested to in the fact that over three 
hundred were sanctified and filled 
with the Spirit the first year, prac- 
tically all of them in Mexico City. 

The second part of our plan, which 
we are now carrying out, was to take 
our Spirit-filled students, now with 
over a year of training behind them, 
to our far-distant churches, for Holy 
Ghost conventions. Hence it was with 
considerable expectancy that we en- 
trained twenty-six strong for a two- 
day trip to Tres Valles, center of our 
work in the tropics and mountains 
of the State of Vera Cruz and Oaxaca. 

A more enthusiastic crowd never 
took over a train. Though the cld re- 
ligious laws of Mexico forbid any kind 
of public demonstrations, such as 
testifying, singing, passing tracts, etc., 
our young people did all of that, for 
it is impossible sometimes to hold in 
the joyous enthusiasm of youth, es- 
pecially when that enthusiasm comes 
from the Christ within. And the peo- 
ple liked it. There is not a hungrier 
people for the gospel on earth than 
the Mexicans, if one can only have 
liberty to present it to them as we 
have in the United States. But here 
your services must be hidden behind 
thick walls, with no kind of advertis- 
ing or public notice, and we are 
branded by the Catholic leaders as 
dangerous false teachers, until the 
simple, superstitious people are afraid 
of our services. 


At the close of the first day on the 


train, we stopped for the night at one 
of our churches, where somehow they 
managed to make beds for everyone. 
The Mexican Christian is very 'hos- 
pitable. Six more or less visitors makes 
no difference. They give up their beds, 
if they have any, and sleep on the 
floor. If not, then we all sleep on the 
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floor. A joyous service was held that 
night and in the morning early we 
left by bus the few short miles to the 
other railroad station. From this point 
south, we enter the real tropics of 
Southern Mexico, and there are no 
more highways, just the old-fashioned 
“slow train through Arkansas,” which 
will eventually take you to the border 
of Guatemala and the Central Amer- 
ican countries, if you don’t weary of 
the heat, dust, smelly bodies and over- 
crowded cars, before you arrive. 
Scores were standing in line to buy 
tickets, and other scores who had al- 
ready bought were waiting for the 
train cars to open. Sister Archer, us- 
ually one jump, mentally, ahead of 
the rest of us, found the train dis- 
patcher, and told him of our group. 
He unlocked a car and let us all in, 
locking it again until the other cars 
were loaded and we began to move 
southward. We all rejoiced in that the 
Lord had virtually given us a private 
car for the last day of the journey. 
We sang and shouted at every station; 
but our group, always enthusiastic 
personal workers, asked the conductor 
to open our car and let others in, so 
they could get a dose of gospel. The 
young people quickly spread them- 
selves among the people and began 
doing personal work, while others of 
the strangers gathered as close as pos- 
sible to our group and listened to the 
singing. Two or three different ones 
bought song books and Bibles from 
us and gave us their addrésses, asking 
us to visit their villages when pos- 
sible and preach the gospel to them. 
At 4 p. m. we pulled into the station 
at Tres Valles, carved out of the trop- 
ical forests, where several hundred 
white-clad natives waited the incom- 
ing train. This is the one big event of 
the day, and the natives turn out in 
picturesque force. Again our irrepres- 
sible group began to sing. It was all 
the advertising we needed. By dark 
everyone had carried the message by 
word of mouth into the most distant 
homes and far into the impenetrable 
forests round about. From the open- 


‘ing night to the close of the conven- 


tion eight days later, the 35 by 90 foot 
palm-thatched tabernacle was filled. 
And when you say filled in Mexico you 
mean filled, for they fill the benches, 
overflow onto the floors, and stand 
‘packed in uncomfortable closeness for 
untiring hours. 


It was the first time anyone had 
ever received the Holy Spirit, to our 
knowledge, in that section. God hon- 
ored our plan, faith, and the joyous 
WORKS of our young people, filling 
several each day with His Spirit, and 
giving scores a true experience of 
sanctification. Ministers and delegates 
coming in through mountains, rivers 
and forests, some of them two days’ 
travel, returned to their distant 





charges filled with the Spirit, and 
with a new vision and comprehension 
of just what the holiness message 
really is. The fires have been spread- 
ing since, and catching hold in these 
new fields. Our main problem, among 
an ignorant, emotional and untrained 
people, is experienced workers to train 
them how to understand and govern 
their new-found powers and joys. An 
overflow into extremes of enthusiasm 
and fleshly manifestations is so easy 
among a people who are untrained, 
and who, like children, love to show 
off. Our trained young people, who 
are now beginning to trickle out into 
these fields from the Bible Training 
Institute, will do much to help us in 
these problems. 

The mornings were devoted to 
teachings on the Holy Spirit and 
gifts, and to tarrying; the afternoon 
to women’s and young people’s meet- 
ings, and the nights to evangelistic 
services. Nightly, scores of new souls 
sought salvation at the altars. One 
night I made it a point to count those 
who came on a Strictly salvation call, 
and numbered ninety-one in the altar 
seeking salvation, besides the workers. 

The day following the close of the 
convention, we had to wait until tea 
at night for the only train, which was, 
as usual, several hours late. We all 
gathered on the steps of the village’s 
only hotel, so-called, and once more 
filled the moonlit tropical air with the 
songs of Zion. We soon had an audi- 
ence of several hundred earnest lis- 
teners. They say it can’t be done in 
Mexico—but praise God, we DID it! 

Of course, the devil isn’t dead in 
Mexico either, so a few days later one 
of our best members was ambushed 
and shot to death at his home upon 
arriving from services. The assassins, 
to make it clear the motive of their 
act, then marched to the church and 
filled the air with numerous pistol 
shots. But these people are glad to 
give their lives, if needs be, for their 
new-found joy in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. Amen. 





Much Prayer, Fasting, and Patience 
Moved God 


During the year 1941, while serving 
as overseer of the Church of God in 
Jamaica, my attention was called to 
a group of our people worshipping 
along the road with no shelter nor 
protection of any kind. I was im- 
pressed very deeply with their sin- 
cerity and determination to serve God 
even in adverse conditions. When it 
rained, which it seemed to do most of 
the time this time of the year, there 
could be no services. 

They asked me if I would come 
there and encourage them some eve- 
ning. We promised, so a date was set. 
That evening I shall never forget. The 
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Christians were gathered about one 
hour early. Unbelievers began com- 
ing until the roadside was full of 
eager souls. God wonderfully blessed 
in the service which lasted for about 
two hours. These people begged me to 
help them as already they had been 
notified they would not be allowed to 
have services there any longer because 
this was in the suburbs of the capital 
city of Kingston. 

Much prayer was offered with fast- 


ing, along with plenty of patience, 
until the great heart of God was 
moved. Then we knew that prayer was 
being answered. 

A certain nominal church (very 
prominent) had a very fine church 
building with about one acre of ground 
near there, actual value near eight 
thousand dollars. I began negotiations 
with the headquarters in London, 
England. After some four months of 
correspondence, a deal was made for 


approximately one-eighth of the ac- 
tual value. Membership here now is 
nearing the hundred mark. God is 
blessing, with many looking that way. 
Reverend W. F Evering is in charge 
of the work there. When you pray, 
remember the mission field of Ja- 
maica.—J. B. Camp.

offered anyway, why do you contend 
that the building of the Church would 
have been impossible? If tne ofiering 
of His body was inevitable, the 
Church itself would have been like- 
wise. The blood of Jesus Christ and 
the power of the cross would have 
been just as efficient as it is today. 
The plan of salvation would have been 
based on the same principle it is to- 
day; viz., faith. In addition, however, 
the Davidic covenant would have been 
fulfilled in the establishment of a 
Jewish kingdom and the Abrahamic 
covenant would have been completely 
fulfilled in the blessing of all nations 
believing on Jesus Christ and mani- 
festing willingness and complacency 

toward the Jewish kingdom. 

In other words, the future could 
have happened in very much the same 
manner as it is going to happen, ex- 
cept that the Jews would not have 
suffered for the sin of rejecting 
Christ, since by their acceptance such 
a sin would not have been committed. 
Is not the antichrist, according to 
Daniel’s prophecy, to be of Roman 
origin? Did I not clearly explain how 
that Rome, even in the time of Christ, 
would have violently resisted another 
kingdom being established? Had the 
Jews accepted Christ the Romans 
would have crucified Him, but after 
the resurrection the Son of man 
would have again instilled fear into 
their ranks and for seven years 
(Daniel’s seventieth week) the anti- 
christ would have recruited everyone 
possible out of each territory under 
his domain to fight against the Jews 
in an attempt to destroy the city of 
Jerusalem and annihilate the Jewish 
nation. At the close of the seventieth 
week of Daniel the antichrist and his 
armies would have been destroyed at 
the will of Christ and the kingdom 
would have been confirmed. 

But what about the Church in such 
a system? Well, the BODY OF CHRIST 
would simply have been in the king- 
dom, that’s all. Today we have the 
Church without the kingdom; had the 
Jews accepted Christ the Church 
would have been in the kingdom. You 
have no good reason at all to believe 
that God would not have saved peo- 
ple from their sins even in the king- 
dom. Furthermore, the fact that God 
is going to save people from their 
sins even when the kingdom is estab- 
lished adds much strength to my ar- 
gument. If you don’t believe this, you 
automatically endorse the theory that 
there will be people in the millennium 
without an opportunity to be re- 
deemed from sin. This you will not do 
since it is contrary to the plan of re- 
demption. 

I will admit that the formation of 
the New Testament Church necessi- 
tated the death of Christ. In fact, His 
death was necessary even for a NEW 
testament, let alone for such a 
Church. But I still say that the Jews 
did not have to reject Christ in order 
for the Church to be built nor in order 
for the Gentiles to be admitted into 
the body. 

FOURTH GENERAL MISCON- 
CEPTION 


Before I enter into the discussion of 
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another misconception, allow me to 
digress to defend my argument from 
a “counterattack.” That I have been 
arguing from the standpoint of what 
would have happened instead of what 
actually did happen I will admit as 
true. But even that does not prove 
anything for my opponent, for in 
spite of any criticism he may give to 
my “if” argument, he has to 
prove his own to convince me he is 
correct. If there should be any mem- 
ber of the Church of God to make 
an attack on this point, I take pleas- 
ure in referring you to the “ten im- 
plications” of the “compulsory denial” 
theory found in the first article of 
this series, and challenge you to har- 
monize just any five of them with the 
plan of redemption as interpreted by 
the Church of God itself. If you can’t 
do it you have either got to accept my 
point of view or deny the doctrine of 
salvation as taught by the Church to 
which you belong. Read those “ten 
implications” in the article of June 5 
issue of the Evangel and decide the 
conclusion for yourself. 

Furthermore, I must tell you it is 
not altogether the purpose of this 
article to prove that the Jews did not 
have to reject Christ, but rather that 
if they did not my position in the 
matter allows for an explanation of 
how it would have happened. The 
main proof that the Jews did not 
have to reject Christ is discussed in 
the articles before and after this one, 
the latter in particular. 

RESUMING DISCUSSION 


Although the fourth general mis- 
conception appears at first glance to 
be the strongest point in the theory 
of “forced rejection,” I must disclose 
to begin with the fact that less time 
and space is required for its disposi- 
tion than any other point in their 
argument. 

The advocates of the “forced rejec- 
tion” theory insist that the Jews had 
to rejéct Christ in order for many of 
the prophecies to be fulfilled as fore- 
told in the Scriptures. Well, you would 
have a pretty good point if it didn’t 
cut both ways. 

If you mean that God forced the 
Jews to reject Christ just in order for 
certain scriptures to be fulfilled, you 
are obliged to believe in absolute pre- 
destination of the soul, irrespective of 
the power of human will. If you do 
not believe in “absolute predestina- 
tion,” then you are forced to soften 
your argument. 

But whether my opponent believes 
or does not believe in “absolute pre- 
destination,” the inconsistency of his 
argument on this point will be dis- 
closed in the next statement: viz., A 
THING DOES NOT HAPPEN BE- 
CAUSE IT WAS PROPHESIED; IT 
WAS PROPHESIED BECAUSE GOD 
IN HIS FOREKNOWLEDGE KNEW IT 
WOULD HAPPEN. 

In other words, the advocates of 
the “forced rejection” theory get the 
cart before the horse. The Jews did 
not reject Christ because it was pro- 
phesied; it was prophesied because 
God in His foreknowledge knew it 
would happen. Although God, on the 
basis of His foreknowledge, predicted 
the rejection of Christ by the Jews, 
the fact of their rejection was not 
forced nor effected by such fore- 


knowledge. (For a rather lengthy 
treatment of the doctrine of tore- 
knowledge and predestination I refer 
you to the recent five-article series 
published in the Evangel beginning 
January 30, 1943.) 

You see, the decision of Israel rela- 
tive to the rejection or acceptance of 
Christ was not affected by the fore- 
knowledge of God. That is, God did 
not prophesy it because He was going 
to make Israel reject their Messiah, 
but rather upon the fact that He fore- 
knew Israel, as a nation, would reject 
within itself. Therefore, on the basis 
that things do not happen because 
they are prophesied, I contend that 
prophecy did not make the Jews re- 
ject Christ. 

But still if the Jews had accepted 
Christ, then what would have been 
done about those prophecies which 
predicted the “rejection”? The answer 
is simple: SUCH PROPHECIES 
WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN MADE. All 
prophecy is based on the foreknowl- 
edge of God; however, such foreknowl- 
edge does not in any way force the 
events, which are necessary for the 
fulfillment of prophecy, to take place. 
If Israel had accepted Christ, God in 
His foreknowledge would have fore- 
seen this fact, and all prophecies con- 
cerning the matter would have been 
made accordingly. On this basis all 
the prophecies pertaining to the “re- 
jection” would have been “accept- 
ance” prophecies. In either case the 
“prophecies” would not be the reason 
why the event had to happen. Let’s 
not make a “cause” out of an “effect.”

Christ!” What possible comfort can 
this bring us! Simply that the great 
preachers of that time, such as White- 
field, Wesley, Grimshaw, Toplady, and 
the other eleven men of whom Bishop 
Ryle writes. lived in the midst of un- 
belief in pulpit and pew, and yet over- 
came by the power of God. (Bishop 
Ryle’s book, by the way, is a perfect 
mine of biographical treasure, and the 
Editor hopes to quote further from it 
in these columns, as it is no longer 
available to this generation.) It is en- 
couraging to know that these mighty 
ministers, who moved the whole of 
England and whose influence is still 
with us, saw before them the same 
mountains of difficulty that we face, 
and yet in the strength of the Spirit 
they went over them. We still have 
Peter’s word of comfort, ‘Beloved, 
think it not strange concerning the 
fiery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing happened 
unto you.” And we have that other 
word from Zechariah,—humbling to 
human nature, but encouraging to 
those who trust God,—‘‘Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith 
the Lord of hosts.”

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THE BAPTISM WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST

(baptism with the Holy Ghost) was 
not yet given; because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified,” which settles the 
fact once and for all that the disci- 
ples did not receive the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost until after Christ’s 
ascension. 

FOURTH: The baptism with the 
Holy Ghost and sanctification are 
NOT simultaneous experiences. Let us 
compare the definitions of the two 
terms “baptism” and “sanctification.” 

First, let us consider the definition 
of “baptize.” This word comes from 
the Greek word “baptizeim,” meaning 
to immerse, and the word “immerse” 
means to occupy or absorb a person 
or better still to baptize by submerg- 
ing the entire person. 

All of this definition is in full ac- 
cord with the actual nature of the 
baptismal process with the Holy 
Ghost. You remember the word “en- 
due” means to clothe (absorb). Jesus 
told the disciples to tarry until they 
were endued with power from on 
high. Another term in the definition 
is occupy and it is plainly stated that 
He, the Holy Ghost, will dwell in 
those who receive Him forever. Not 
only that, but candidates were filled 
with the Holy Ghost on numerous oc- 
casions in apostolic days and are still 
being filled with the Holy Ghost, 
which is another phase of occupancy. 

Surely since the house was filled 
with the Holy Ghost and the 120 were 
sat upon by Him and at the same time 
filled with Him, they were thoroughly 
occupied, absorbed, clothed and im- 
mersed. None of these characteristics 
qualify, however, as sanctification. 

SANCTIFY: 

1. To purify or set free from sin. 

2. To set apart for some sacred pur- 
pose. The theological definition for 
sanctification is “the act of grace by 
which the soul is cleansed from sin 
and made holy in the sight of God.” 

What Have We in Sanctification? 

1. A purifying process—spoken of in 
St. John 15:2 as a purging, which 
means to cleanse or free from impur- 
ities (take from), while the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost is a filling and 
not an emptying. In other words, sanc- 
tification in mathematical terms sub- 
tracts while the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost adds to a life. 

2. To sanctify is to set apart for 
some holy purpose. That is exactly 
right for that must take place before 
one can be filled with the Holy Ghost. 
The Ishmael disposition moves out 
and the Isaac nature moves in. 

Let us contrast the nature of sanc- 
tification and the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost for a few minutes. 

1. We are sanctified to become one 
with God, Christ and the brethren. 
Heb. 2:11, “For both he that sanctifi- 
eth and they who are sanctified are 
all of one.” 

We are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost to become TWO, if you please. 
1 John 4:4, “Ye are of God, little chil- 
dren, and have overcome them: be- 
cause greater is he that is IN YOU, 
than he that is in the world.” 

2. We are sanctified so as to be 
rendered acceptable to the brother- 
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hood in Christ. Acts 26:18, “To open 
their eyes, and to turn them from 
darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of sins, and 
inheritance among them which are 
sanctified by faith that is in me.” 

We are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost to serve as witnesses to the 
world and the Church. 

Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 

3. We are sanctified that we may 
be able to keep our bodies in honor. 
We are baptized with the Holy Ghost 
when and only when our bodies are 
found holy and honorable. Only then 
will the Holy Ghost make our bodies 
His temple. 1 Cor. 6:19, “What? know 
ye not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost .. .?” 1 Cor. 3:16, 
17, “Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you? If any man de- 
file the temple of God, him shall God 
destroy; for the temple of God is holy, 
which temple ye are.” 

No, sanctification is not the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost. Neither are 
they simultaneous. The baptism is a 
gift, while sanctification is the work 
of grace in a believer’s heart that 
crucifies the old man of sin. Rom. 6:6, 
“Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin.” I am 
not arguing human perfection, but I 
do believe in Christian perfection. 

In closing this thought let me point 
out to you that the disciples were 
not of the world (were not sinners), 
yet Jesus prayed for them to be sanc- 
tified long before the day of Pente- 
cost, however, we have no record of 
their speaking in tongues before the 
day of Pentecost. Those who argue 
that they received the Holy Ghost 
when saved or sanctified hardly ever 
profess to have received the same 
manifestation that the 120 did, in- 
cluding millions since. No, sanctifi- 
cation and the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost are NOT simultaneous. Sancti- 
fication, however, keep in mind, is a 
prerequisite to receiving the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost.

Men and brethren, what shall we do? 
Then Peter said unto them, Repent, 
and be baptized everyone of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost,” Acts 2:36- 
38 





Also a shepherd is to heal the sick. 
He may be sick in mind, soul and 
body all at the same time, but the 
effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much. And that is 
one of the signs of the believer. “They 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover,” Mark 16:18. And James 
has written for us, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of 


the Lord: and the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he hath commit- 
ted sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 
James 5:14, 15. 

Another duty of a faithful shepherd 
is to bind up the brokenhearted. Some 
are brokenhearted and some are 
broken in spirit. In every case they 
need to be prayed for and there are 
scriptures which can comfort, 
strengthen and encourage them. 
Among them are St. John 14; Psalms 
23,27, and Rev. 21. 


Too, a shepherd is to bring again 
the sheep which have been driven 
away, and seek those that are lost. It 
is a full-time job to take care of all 
the sheep—to feed them, to pray for 
them always, to visit them, and to 
watch over everyone; to strengthen 
the diseased, heal the sick, bind up 
the broken, bring again that which 
was driven away, and to seek the lost. 
(“But if our gospel be hid, it is hid 
to them that are lost”) and are not 
to handle the Word deceitfully. 2 Cor. 
5:2,3. We must live it as well as preach 
it or we shall be a stumbling block, 
and the Word will be a stumbling 
block and a rock of offence to us. 
We cannot all be full-time ordained 
ministers and get up in the pulpit and 
preach, but we can all consider our- 
selves as private shepherds and min- 
ister to the other sheep, for each and 
every one needs help, even the pas- 
tors and evangelists, and this is the 
commandment: “Feed my sheep.” 


“When the Son of man shall come 
in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: And before him 
shall be gathered all nations: and he 
shall separate them one from another 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep from 
the goats: And he shall set the sheep 
on his right hand, but the goats on 
the left. Then shall the King say un- 
to them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world: For I was 
an hungred, and ye gave me meat: I 
was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: 
I was a stranger, and ye took me in: 
Naked, and ye clothed me: I was sick, 
and ye visited me: I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me,” Matt. 25:31- 
36. Verse 40, “Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of these 
my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me.”
